SUTRO’S SUCCESS. 


T h e C o m p letio n o f th e S u tr o T u n n e l 
C eleb ra ted w ith B la z in g B on fire* 
an d th e T h u n d er* o f C annon. 
SUTRO, Nev., June 30—To-night, tho 
mountaintops overlooking the 
Washoe 
silver region and the Carson Valley, arc 
ablaze with bonfires, and the echoes of 
cannon and discharges of giant powder are 
heard in every direction. 
The event 
which is being celebrated is the final com­ 
pletion of the Sutro Tunnel for the recep­ 
tion ol the water from the Comstock mines, 
after 
ten 
years of 
ceaseless 
labor, 
day aud night, and the expenditure of six 
millions of dollars. The powerful engines 
of the combination shaft of the Hale & 
Norcross and Savage mines, were started 
up this morning at precisely C o’clock, 
discharging their water into the Sutro tun­ 
nel, at the mouth of which it made its 
appearance 
in 
one 
hour 
and 
twenty 
minutes, showing a tempera­ 
ture at first of 101 degrees, which gradu­ 
ally increased to 118 degrees. 
In eight 
hours the water in the long-drowned-jut 
mines was lowered IOO feet. 
Everything 
worked to a charm. The wooden boxes, 
consisting 
of 
three-inch 
tongue and 
grooved Sierra Nevada zinc, did not show 
a leak, and not eyen a particle of steam 
escaped from them, so that the tunnel 
after the hot water was turned in showed 
barely an increase of temperature. The 
water trom the Sierra Nevada, En ion, 
Ophir, the Bonanza Mines, Best & Belcher, 
and Gould & Curry, will not be turned in 
for a couple of weeks ; and after all finds its 
way into the tunnel, it is expected that one 
of the double line of boxes will have ample 
capacity to carry off all the water. As an 
engineering work the success surpasses ait

Engineer 
Wood left Rochester with a special Chi­ 
cago express—*a heavy train—-somewhat 
behind time. 
In order to reach Syracuse 
on time he was compelled to run unusu 
ally fast.

work on the crossing, he whipped up his 
horse and attempted to cross the flying 
train.

It is interesting to watch how the men­ 
tal traits of the race appear even in the 
young babies. 
It a plaything is given 
them they examine it gravely for a little 
while and then let it drop. 
Observe how 
different this is from’a white baby’s actions. 
A bright little six months old at home has 
tour distinct methods of investigation ; first 
by looking, second, by touching, then by 
putting the object IU us mouth ; and finally 
by banging it against the Hour.

brown mcnino just looks ; he does not in­ 
vestigate at ail. 
As the children grow 
older the same trait is apparent in almost 
every case.

A s long as the G overnor of T exas feels 
it his duty to shield crim inals from tho ful 
penalty of the law, a decrease m th e num ­ 
ber of m urders looked for. 
G overnor 
R oberts has just com m uted the sentence of 
R ichard Cow ard from death by hanging to 
im prisonm ent for life. T he m urder w hich 
C ow ard com m itted was one of the most 
cold-blooded know n to the history of the 
State. 
A m an by the nam e of Schachtrupt 
and bis wife had been witnesses against 
C ow ard's brother, w ho was charged w ith 
the crim e of horse stealing. 
A few days 
after S chachtrupt and|dis wife bad testified, 
C ow ard rode up to their house, w hich was 
situated in H ouston, and, w ithout a w ord 
of w arning, shot S chachtrupt dead, and 
fired at Mrs. Schachtrupt, ,but missed her. 
C ow ard was tried, and the evidence was so 
clear and his crim e so dastardly th at the 
ju ry found him guilty of m urder in the first 
degree. 
The case was appealed, and the 
judgm ent of the low er C ourt affirmed. 
N ow comes G overnor R oberts and releases 
Cow ard from his death penalty. O f course 
it cannot be asserted w ith certainty, but 
th ere is reasonable ground for believing, 
w hen all the circum stances are considered, 
th at Cow ard will be set at liberty, or w ill 
regain his liberty In some way, before 
m any years.
